, Hurwitz reportedly welcomed 
' Kessar’s compensation proposal, 
while Moda'i said that it would have 
7 to be discussed further. A team of 
7 economists from each of the patid- 
pating bodies is to calculate the anti- 


cipated costs and benefits of the 
scheme. 

Moda’i announced that the gov- 
ernment would not cut subsidies 
without the agreement of all the 
partners, despite the tremendous 
burden that continuing subsidization 
places on the government. 

Kessar’s proposal would have the 
effect of delinking the prices of sub- 
sidised items - which include fuel, 
electricity and foodstuffs - from the 
consumer price index and the cost of 
living increment. The result, in 
theory, would be that increased 
prices of basic items would not 
boost inflation. 

Following the morning meeting, 
Kessar met with the five other senior 
Histadrut offidals who. together 
with him, constitute the Histadrut’s 
negotiating team. After reviewing 
the morning's proceedings, they 
reaffirmed the Histadrut’s two basic 
principles: that the present agree- 
ment must remain in force until a 
new agreement is reached, and that 
the current price stability must be 
maintained through continued price 
controls. 

The coordinating committee met 
again at 3 p.m. to continue its discus- 
sion on subsidy reductions, wages 
and prices. According to Histadrut

Nissim bids for some 
secrecy in bank probe

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim is 
to -present an amendment to the 
cabinet today that would allow ses- 
sions of the forthcoming investiga- 
tion into the bank shares collapse to 
-be held behind closed doors. 

The existing Inquiry Commissions 
Law (1968) allows an inquiry com- 
mission to hold in camera sessions in 
order to protect state security, fore- 
ign relations, police investigative 
methods, public morality or the 
security of an individual. There are 
similar exceptions to the principle of 
open public inquiry regarding the 


publication of a commission's find- 
ings. 

The proposed amendment would 
add that a commission may hold 
closed sessions “in order to prevent 
harm to some other important public 
issue.” The amendment is in line 
with the Evidence Ordinance (New 
Version) of 1971 according to the 
explanatory remarks attached to 
Nissim ’s proposal. 

The proposed amendment has to 
be approved by the cabinet and the 
ministerial legislation committee as 
well as the Knesset. Its passage is 
virtually assured, since there is little 
dispute within the coalition that the 
country’s financial system and 
Israel's standing in the international 
financial community would be sev- 
erely harmed by some of the revela- 
tions likely to emerge during the 
commission's inquiry.

Sharon’s lawyer calls 
Halevy a ‘bar’ and ‘rogue’

NEW YORK. -Milton Gould, chief 
lawyer for Ariel Sharon in the Shar- 
on vs. Time libel case, decribed Time 
correspondent David Halevy as an 
“irre s ponsible rogue” and a “liar” 
...who “made up, cooked up and 
fabricated” the story of Sharon’s 
alleged discussion of revenge with 
Pierre and Amin Jemayel the day 
before the Sabra and Shatilla mas- 
sacre. 

In his dosing arguments in the 
case on Friday, which followed the 
summation by Tune's chief attorney 
Thomas Barr the day before 7 Gould 
urged the six-member jury to “eradi- 
cate the infamy''. done by Time... “to 
a great and good man.” According 
to Gould, “we came to this case with 
proof that (Time’s story) was a lie, 
that they knew it was a lie, and that 
they published it.” 

The attorney told the jury, “your 
verdict will go far to deciding if Ariel 
Sharon will go in history as a great 
man. . .and saviour of his country, or 
on the basis of lies and vicious spe- 
culation, as a kind of monster, a kind 
of Herod, who ordered a massacre of 
women and children.'' 

The summations by the two 
lawyers represented the final events 
in the eight-week-old trial. The case 
is to go to the jury tommorrow. 

In another development. Time 
spokesman Michael Luftman re- 
vealed that the magazine offered 
Sharon a written statement that 
might have served as a basis for 
settlement of the case, but that Shar- 
on's attorneys rejected the offer. 

According to Luftman, Judge 
Abraham Sofaer approached Barr 
early last week after it was revealed 
that former Supreme Court presi- 
dent Justice Yitzhak Kahan had 
found that Time was incorrect in 
asserting that Sbaron's Bikfava 
meeting with the Jemayels was in 
appendix B. Sofaer showed Barr a 
draft of a statement he had written 
which he urged Time's attorneys to j 
present to Sharon's lawyers as a basis 
for a settlement of the case, without 
the need of going to the jury. 

Luftman said that Time's top per- 
sonnel made “substantial changes” 
in Sofaer’s draft, and then submitted 


it to Sharon's lawyers last Wednes- 
day. 

Luftman said that Time was quick- 
ly informed by Sharon's lawyers that 
the statement was unacceptable and 
expressed the opinion that it is now 
“a dead letter.” 

Replying to questions. Luftman 
refused to divulge the contents of the 
statement Time offered to Sharon, 
and refused to say whether the state- 
ment could be characterized as a 
retraction. 

Luftman said the language in the 
statement did not go beyond the 
language used by Barr in his summa- 
tion, when be conceded that Time 
had been wrong on the contents of 
Appendix B. 

Under questioning. Luftman said 
that Time bad made one other such 
proposal to Sharon in early Decem- 
ber. According to the Los Angeles 
Times, a source dose to Sharon said 
that the most recent proposal by 
Time was. rejected because it seems 
to be even less of an apology or 
retraction than the offer made by 
Time in December. The source said 
that in December Time offered a 
statement of retraction that was 
acceptable to Sharon, but then back- 
ed away from it. 

Asked about Luftman's com- 
ments, Gould told reporters,. 
“ Time's statement was completely 
unsatisfactory. There was no men- 
tion of an apology. In fact, they 
practically demanded that we apolo- 
gize,” Gould stressed, "it was Shar- 
on who rejected the offer. I am only 
his mouthpiece.” 

Sharon 
at first told his reporter that "I never 
saw (such statement from Time)"

Battle against bulldozers 
for Jaffa’s Jewish past

JAFFA. - The Sha’arei Tora Great 
Synagogue, on the outskirts of Jaf- 
fa’s first Jewish neighbourhood. 
Neve Tzedek, would have been bull- 
dozed long ago if not for the stub- 
born fight of the Society for the 
Preservation and Renovation of Tel 
Aviv Sites, says society secretary 
Zohara Hornstein. 

Homstcin, a young Neve Tzedek 
resident whose grandmother for 
years ran Tel Aviv’s first department 
store, is the fighting spirit behind the 
Preservation Society, which is 
chaired by lawyer Ofer Shargil. “We 
simply believe that a town which 
does not preserve its pedigree is a 
dead city spiritually," she says. 

Sba'aFei Tora, built in 1882. is the 
focal point of Homstein's battle to 
save her neighbourhood, a cluster of 


one and two storey houses built 
around the turn of the century on a 
grid of narrow lanes which today 
hardly let a car pass. 

Many of the original inhabitants of 
the quarter later moved to Tel Aviv, 
their places were taken by Jewish 
refugees from Jaffa. Hebron and 
Jerusalem after the disturbances in 
1929 and 1936. But the glory of the 
early residents, such as S. Y. Agnon. 
still remains - for those who care. 

“Of course, young people from 
outside Tel Aviv have no feelings for 
memories - what native of Netanya 
could care for the preservation of 
tradition?” Hornstein muses. 

Sha'arei Tora stands opposite the 
huge white sparkling buildings inex- 
orably rising on the one-time site of 
the neighbourhood of Manshiyeh. 
Rabbi Avraham Yitzhak Kook, later

Rabin to recommend 
staged pull-back plan

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin will recommend to the 
cabinet today that Israel with- 
draw from Lebanon in stages, 
review the situation at each stage 
and keep its options open- 
changing plans if necessary in 
response to unanticipated de- 
velopments. This results from a 
decision of the inner cabinet late 
Thursday. 

After a meeting of the inner 
cabinet late last Thursday he - as well 
as Prime Minister Peres - expressed 
confidence that a majority at today's 
session would back his plan. But 
former chief of general staff Health 
Minister Mordechai Gur voiced 
opposition to it over the weekend. 
Gur said he would be hard put to 
support any decision that does not 
call for .reaching an understanding 
with Syria. Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir called “nonsensical” the idea 
of such an understanding. 

Rabin stated on Friday night that 
Israel will not restrict its preroga- 
tives to use its military might where 
necessary: nor will it allow terrorists 
back into Southern Lebanon. 


He said he is sure the debate in the 
cabinet will be on the issues and not 
along party lines. “The decision win 
be difficult because there are no 
ideal or magical solutions." he said. 

The aim is to provide maximum 
security for our northern settlements 
while bringing the IDF home as soon 
as possible. “We do not want the 
army to be exposed to a threat from a 
group which had not been consi- 
dered hostile when the war began, 
namely the Shi'ites." Rabin said. 

Security arrangements agreed 
upon with Lebanon and Syria would 
have been preferable, he said, bnt 
since this was not possible Israel will 
have to make its own security 
arrangements. “I think that once we 
begin our withdrawal a situation will 
be created in which we will be able to 
prevent complete chaos through- 
negotiations." the defence minister 
said. 

He added that he does not believe 
the Syrians will move large forces 
into the south. “I don't think they 
will leave Lebanon, since they have 
political aims there. But I believe 
they will reduce the number of 
troops they have in Lebanon,” he 
said. 

Rabin said there wQl be at least 


one more session of the Nakoura 
talks because Israel owes an answer 
to Lebanon's last proposals. If the 
UN undersecretary-general comes 
this week with new -proposals, we 
will of Course consider them, he said. 
He was speaking in an interview with 
KolYisrael. 

Meanwhile, former chief of gener- 
al staff. Health Minister Mordechai 
Gur reiterated that the most. impor- 
tant step towards an Israeli with- 
drawal from Lebanon, must be- ah 
understanding - even an informal 
one -with Syria. 

“The Southern Lebanese Army is 
important, but not that important.” 
Gur told Israel TV. “The same is ' 
true of UoifiL And though the 
Lebanese Army exists, it is not really 
an army. The only ones who cah stop 
the terrorists from coming south are 
we or Syria." 

He thinks the Syrians would . 
cooperate if we made them an “offer 
thCy could not refuse.” As an exam- 
ple, he died the map Israel submit- 
ted at the beginning of the negotia- 
tions on separation of forces after 
the Yom Kippur .War, offering an .

Lebanese deploy 2km. from IDF 


RMAILE. Lebanon (AF)..- 
Lebanese Army soldiers moved to 
within about two kilometres of 
Israel's occupation zone in South 
Lebanon yesterday, while three ex- 
plosions rocked mostly Moslem 
West Beirut. 

Two of the blasts occurred shortly 
after noon at the edge of the Fakbani 
Sunni Moslem neighbourhood, kill- 
ing four people and wounding at 
least 32 others. 

The third was outside a restaurant 
in Hamra, West Beirut's main shop- 
ping district, just after 8 p.m., and 
police said at least nine- people were 
injured. 

Reporters at the scene said glass 
was shattered in many buildings in 
the dense neighbourhood and some 
of the injuries were cuts from the 
shards. 


The Lebanese Army move south 
from Beirut is intended to bring calm 
to the Kharroub region, 'just above 
Israel's Awali river defence line. 

■ Officials said 1,200 Lebanese 
troops were taking up positions in 
the Kharroub.

Local mould-makers 
sold to European tire co.

HAIFA. - A major European tire 
manufacturer has placed orders 
wonh $2.25 million for three Israeli- 
manufactured mould-making 
machines. The Jerusalem Post 
learned on Friday. 

The fully automated machines 
were designed by the Haifa-based 
Baratz Industrial and Marine En- 
gineering firm and are manufactured 
by Soltam. while the computerized 
control system is built by the Elex 
company of Kibbutz Yizre'el. 

According to the designers the 
machines, which manufacture tire 
moulds with variable groove pat- 
terns, are the most efficient and 
powerful of their kind in the world. 

The prototype was designed and 
produced as a “one off" for Eitan 
Moulds Industries of Kibbutz Ayelet 
Hashahar in Upper Galilee. The 
company supplies moulds to interna- 
tional tire manufacturers such as 
Firestone. The moulds are mainly 


used to produce tires for large com- 
mercial vehicles including tractors, 
lorries and buses. 

A spokesman for Baratz said the 
kibbutz originally intended to buy a 
mould-making machine from the 
same European company which has 
now ordered three of the new Israeli 
devices. 

The European firm’s machine did 
not meet the requirements of the 
kibbutz because it would have 
needed constant supervision, entail- 
ing shift work which the kibbutz 
members were anxious to avoid. 

Instead, the kibbutz turned to 
Baratz and asked the firm to design 
and produce a fast, fully automated 
machine to meet its specific needs. 

Due to time limitations, the pro- 
totype was put straight into opera- 
tion and. so for. has proved an 
unqualified success. The European 
tire firm learned about the new 
machine and. after seeing it in opera- 
tion, placed an order for three of the 
devices, which cost $750,000 each.

BONN (Reuter). - West Germany 
has requested the extradition from 
Syria of Alois Brunner, a former SS 
captain and aide to Adolf Eichmann 
alleged to have deported more than 
78.000 Jews to extermination camps 
during World War Two. 

A Justice Ministry official said the 
extradition request was made to the 
Syrian Foreign Ministry on Decem- 
ber 18 after French Nazi -hunter 
Serge Klarefeld presented evidence 
that the Austrian-born Brunner was 
living in Damascus. 

The Bonn Justice Ministry said it 
had not yet received a reply from 
Syria. 

Klarsfeld said he had located 
Brunner in Damascus in 1982 and 
went there in June of that year to 
confront him. 

“A visa was refused and I was 
nc -Ort | expelled, but I confirmed Brunner’s 
1 1 I location under the assumed name of 


Dr. Georg Fischer." 

Klarsfeld said Brunner, now 72. 
was Eichmann’s secretary in Vienna . * 
in 1938 when Ei chnian n headed the 1 ’ 
Nazi Central Office for Jewish Ques- 
tions and later headed the office 
himself. 

He is said to have deported 46, 000- * 
Jews from Greece, 20,000 from-

S ited in the raid, called “Operation 
iamond.” which necessitated the 
simultaneous arrest of the 18. Three 
weeks ago police arrested a young 
man from a- Ram, north of Jeru- 
salem. who is believed to have led 
the gang, which was divided into 
three cells, each of which was una- 
ware of die other two cells’ exist- 
ence. The gang’s suspected leader, 
who worked with all thTee cells, 
provided police with information, 
leading to Friday's raid, and police 
are reportedly considering making 
him a state's witness. 


Security men divided into units of 
seven, and by 5 a.m. on Friday had 
arested 18 men from the villages 
Uja. near Jericho. Burkha and Hiz- 
ma near Ramallah. SUwan and J'bel 
Mu kb tar near Jerusalem, and from a 
Beduin encampment in Misbor Adu- 
mim. They found a great deal of 
foreign currency, gold and jewelry, 
as well as IDF uniforms, in suspects' 
homes. 

The gang, whose masked mem- 
bers broke into private homes after 
gathering information on them, is 
also suspected of having robbed a 
number of jewelry workshops. Its 
members are believed to have stolen 
gold, jewelry and cash worth mil- 
lions of shekels. 

In the past month, police in two 
separate cases arrested seven Jeru- 
salem men suspected of posing as 
security men and robbing WestBank 
homes. (Itim)

Sharon might not press forward with 
his demand for damages. Referring 
to an anti-libel fund that Sharon has 
announced he will set up on behalf of 
Israel and the Jewish People with 
whatever money he wins in this libel 
suit, the associate said. “Arik will 
still set up that fund, but he might do 


it with money contributed by Amer- 
ican Jews.” 

In his summation. Barr stressed 
that while Time made a mistake in its 
report on Appendix B, it believed 
the story was true when it published 
it, and the rest of the article re- 
mained true.

Japan launches postaT 
cancer test for tots 

TOKYO (Reuter). - Japan has be- 
come the first country to launch a 
mass-screening programme to com- 
bat one of the most common forms 
of cancer in babies. 

The programme, in which parents 
post a piece of filter paper dipped in 
the baby’s urine to a local health 
health centre for analysis, started 
this week. 

It will be extended throughout 
Japan within two years and is ex- 
pected to result in a 75 per cent 
reduction in deaths from neuroblas- 
toma, a malignant tumour in the 
adrenal gland that is usually fetal if 
not detected before symptoms 
appear.

^The five “oral questions" took an hour, it was 
now 12.05, and there were still 35 ordinary 
questions to be answered before the House would 
get to the motions for the agenda, 

Jtiapam's Victor Shemtov was annoyed. He said 
it- was regrettable that the reply to the fifth 
question - on the plight of the hospitals - had 
expanded into a debare on the Health Ministry 
add 1 its policies. He asked Shostak to defer the 
answers to the ordinary questions and have the 


House proceed at once to the motions for the 
agenda. 

Shemtov’s comment was aimed at Health 
Minister Mordechai Gut. whose second-round 
reply to Yahad's Binyamin Ben-Eliezer lasted a 
quarter of an hour. And. to top it all, in that 
second reply Gur went as far afield as Lebanon, 
giving advice to Israel's negotiators at Nakoura - 
"it must be a process of give and take." (He was 
apparently piqued at not having been invited to 
that day's meeting of the inner cabinet on security 
affairs, despite his expertise on Lebanon.) 

The new rules limit the minister's second-round 
reply (to the questioner's “reaction" and to the 
one- minute supplementary of two other mem- 
bers) to two minutes. If Shostak was aware of this, 
he didn't say a word. 

So what? Does it really matter? 

I think it does. It's the old story of the Knesset's 
image, and the example the Knesset gives. 

Many Knesset members love to break the rules. 
EvenTawfikToubi (DFPE), who has served since 
the First Knesset, will deliberately prepare a 
15-minute speech for a debate when he knows the 
allotment is 10 minutes, and a 20-minute speech 
when he has 15-minutes in which to present a 
motion for the agenda. 

Unless the chairman of the session (i.e., the 
Speaker or a deputy speaker) chooses to remain 
silent, the result is an argument which is both 
discreditable and depressing. 

Usually, if the Speaker is in the chair he will be 
firmer in enforcing the time limit and other rules. 
Most of the trouble arises when a Deputy Speaker 
is presiding, although there are obviously differ- 
ences between one deputy and another. But a 
candidate's ability to cope with a disobedient 
member is the least of a faction's considerations 
when it decides whom to elect as Deputy Speaker. 

Deputy Speaker Meir Cohen-Aridov has a 
curious policy of his own with regard to speaking 
time. As the spirit moves him, he announces that 
“since the matter under discussion is very impor- 
tant I will be liberal.” 

He never makes this announcement at the 
beginning of the debate, which would at least be 
fair to all speakers, but only when some member 
objects that a speaker has exceeded his time, or 
the speaker himself asks if he may have “another 
minute." 

As I recall, after Menahem Savidor introduced 
the “oral questions" in December 1983, he made a 
point of presiding over the first hour of the 
Wednesday sessions, when these are heard. It 
would be a good idea for Hillel to follow that 
practice. 

Four of last Wednesday's questions (two “oral"

TEL AVIV . - The government aims 
to reduce the country's standard of 
liking to the level of the early 1980s, 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Mod’ai 
said on Friday. 

Addressing the Engineers Club 
Kefe/Sfoda’i'said that living stan- 
dards would’ continue to be “de- 
cent,” but would not be “comfort- 
able." The method of reducing living 
. standards would be budget cuts - 
which the government has not yet 
managed to. implement as planned, 
Moda’i said. 

“If the choice is between Sparta 
and Athens, then I prefer Sparta," 
Moda’i said. “The Spartans worked 
harder and they were not pam- 
pered." 

Moda'i spoke little about the cur- 
rent negotiations for a follow-up 
agreement to the package deal, 
though he stated bluntly that the 
government would not be able to 
take on the. burden of subsidies that 
^shouldered in the present deal. 

, In a wide-ranging analysis of the 
■x>untry's economic ills and their 
causes. Moda'i blamed structural de- 
feats and the country's "tremendous 


achievements" for the present crisis. 
“It is no wonder that we got into 
debt,” he said, “considering what we 
started with and what has been 
achieved in little less than a decade.'' 

Nevertheless. Israelis are today 
living well beyond their means, he 
said, and the government is expected 
to pay for for- more, than .it can. 
realistically afford. . 

Moda’i detailed a long list of nega- 
tive achievements, in which Israel 
led the world in pampering its 
citizens. No other country in the 
world has only one-quarter of its 
workforce in production and over 
one-third in services, he said. In no 
other country does the citizen pay 
less than 20 per cent of his total 
health and education expenses, he 
added. 

Israelis visit doctors five times 
more than western Europeans do, 
and use four times more medication 
per capita, he said. The government 
carries a burden comparative to that 
of countries with six times the 
population. 

In conclusion, Moda'i asked his 
audience to give the government a 
chance. “If we are not on the road to 
recovery within one year, you will 
have a right to complain." he said.

Michael Eitan (Likud-Herut) asked Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin about a recent discussion 
on Tohar Haneshek (purity of arms) arranged for 
a group of officer candidates. The panel consisted 
of a journalist, a military court judge. MK Ran 
Cohen (CRM), and Dr. Meir Pa'il. former Sheli 
MK. Was this a proper political balance? Eitan 
asked. 

Rabin transmitted the reply of the chief of 
general staff: The subject is not political, but one 
concerning values and education. There was no 
intention to present political news, and these 
were not expressed. 

Replying to a question be Matti'tyahu Peled 
(Progressive List for Peace). Rabin! said that, 
"formally, yeshiva students are not exempt from 
army service." They are granted deferments if 
they meet two conditions: (1) they engage solely in 
Tora study, and (2) they have studied in a yeshiva 
continuously since before their 16th birthday. 
There were 1.411 deforements in 1983. 

To Elazar Granot (Mapam). Rabin replied 
that, in 1983. 69 yeshiva students who had pre- 
viously been deferred were enlisted for a reduced 
service period of three months. And 7.410 women 
were not drafted in 1983 on religious grounds. 

That figure. Rabin said, constituted about one 
fourth of the potential number, and was "not 
higher than the average over the past years" - 
even though the check on a woman's declaration 
of religious observance was relaxed. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim replied to David 
Magen (Likud) concerning Henri Eichholzer. the 
French citizen who was sentenced last year to four 
years in prison for terrorist activity with Fatah. 

The president, on Nissim's recommendation, 
reduced Eichholzer's punishment to the time 
already served, on condition that he be expelled 
from Israel immediately on his release. The 
remainder of the sentence was suspended; it will 
be activated if Eichholzer should ever return. 
Nissim said. 

Yes, the French Embassy had intervened on 
Eichholzer's behalf, and "the political level" had 
supported the request. But there had been no 
pardon. Nissim stressed (Magen has used that 
term in his question). Pardon ( hanina ) means that 
the crime has been wiped out, as if it never 
happened, Nissim said. 

There are frequent complaint’s about ministers' 
tardiness in replying to ordinary parliamentary 
questions. The oldest question answered by Rabin 
last Wednesday (Janaury 9) was submitted on 
November 13; the oldest answered by Nissim was 
submitted on October 2.

(Coat&raed from Page One) 
chief rabbi of Eretz Yisrael. had a~ 
seat in the synagogue. There was a 
beautiful Ark of the Law. a library 
and. in adjoining buildings, a talmud 
tora for children. 

Last January the roof of the syna- 
gogue caved in. Hornstein's society 
estimates that some $18,000 would 
be needed to repair the damage. So 
far the society has received only one 
contribution - IS36.000 (worth ab- 
out $80 when it was donated) from 
the son of Knesset Member Arn- 
hem Shapira. 

The Tel Aviv Religious Council 
also approved a contribution, but 
the city treasurer simply shrugs bis 
shoulders - one does not expect to 
find money for nostalgia when gar- 
bage men are not paid. 

Some of the adjacent buildings 
have already been demolished, 
municipal engineers claiming they 
were unsafe. High on one remaining 
wall of the synagogue one notices a 
plaque proclaiming the munificence 
of a Ya'acov Goldes add’ Sara Shi- 
lansky for helping to build the 
shrine. The Religious Affairs Minis- 


try would have raised no protest had 
Sha'ared Tora fallen to the bulldoz- 
ers. Zobara Homstein claims. 

Meanwhile, high-rise buildings 
grow to the north of Neve Tzedek. 

There are two conflicting theories 
about preserving historical neigh- 
bourhood. One recommends razing 
slums and erecting fine, modern 
apartment houses; the other recom- 
mends keeping the small houses in- 
tact on the outside while renovating 
the interiors. 

But the latter solution is extremely 
costly, and the relatively poor in- 
habitants obviously cannot shoulder 
the cost. The example of Yemln 
Moshe in Jerusalem seems to indi- 
cate that only if well-off people were 
to take over the houses and rebuild 
them would Neve Tzedek retain 
some of the spirit of yore.

Curfew ends riots in 
New Caledonia capital

NOUMEA (AP). - Calm returned 
to the streets of this New Caledonian 
capital last night after police en- 
forced a dusk-to-dawn curfew fol- 
lowing 24 hours of street battles 
between security forces and anti- 
independence European residents. 

The territorial government of this 
French-ruled Pacific island group 
declared a state of emergency earlier 
yesterday after police killed two 
leading pro-independence militants 
in a gun battle on the west coast 
about90 kilometres from here. 

But French Prime Minister Lau- 
rent Fabius announced that he was 
sending LOCK) fresh troops to this 
Parific_pcean territory “immediate- 
ly** to-Siilp break the “cycle of vio- 
lence.'*' 

He did not specify whether the 
reinforcements would be military 
police or regular army. 

There are already 2.280 French 
military police and 3.000 regular 
army troops in the territory. 

Jean-Marie Tjibaou, leader of the 
Kanak Socialist National Liberation 
Front responded by rejecting a 
French-proposed compromise that 
would have put the issue of inde- 
pendence to a referendum vote in 
July. The French plan called for a 
'‘continued association'* under 
which France would retain responsi- 
bility for internal and external secur- 
ity of the territory. Earlier in the 
week the front had responded posi- 
tively to the plan. 


In Paris. Prime Minister Laurent 
Fabius, Defence Minister Charles 
Hemu and Interior Minister Pierre 
Joxe were to meet yesterday after- 
noon to “review the situation,'* de- 
scribed by a government spokes- 
man as serious. 

French hopes to resolve the issue 
without further bloodshed were 
shattered on Friday when a 17-year- 
old European youth was slain on his 
family farm, apparently by pro- 
independence native Kanaks, the 
local term for the indigenous 
Melanesian population. 

That slaying led to riots by about 
1.500 anti-independence Europeans 
in Noumea, in which 26 members of 
the- security police were injured with 
the number of civilian casualties not 
known. 

Witnesses said calm returned soon 
after the curfew went into force. All 
restaurants and cafes in the capital 
closed. 

Friday's three deaths bought to 15 
the number killed in political vio- 
lence since internal elections 
November 18. Three other people 
died last month in a house fire that 
police said was probably connected 
to the political violence. 

The Independence Front which 
claims to represent most of the is- 
land's native Kanak people, is de- 
manding independence from 
France. Independence is opposed by 
most of the French, Polynesian, and 
Asian residents who make up 57 per 
cent of the island's 150,000 people. 


Vietnamese artillery fire on 
Kampuchean guerrilla base 


ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand 
(AP). - Vietnamese artillery raked 
the Kanpuchean guerrilla camp of 
Rjthisen yesterday as Thailand's key 
frontier commander feared Vietnam 
would attack one of the last bases of 
the Khmer People's National Li- 
beration Front. 

More than 20 artillery rounds hit 
the Kampuchean's defensive posi- 
tions at Rithisen while the two sides 
exchanged fire with light weapons, 
according to KPNLF officers. They 
said four of their soldiers were killed 
and three others wounded in combat 
yesterday and last Friday night. 

Rjthisen has been under a state- 
of-siege for 19 days, with Hanoi's 
forces holding most of what was once 
the largest KPNLF camp. 

The fighting in recent days has 
been light and the situation generally 
described as “stalemated." 

Maj. Gen. Salya Sriphen. com- 
mander of Thailand’s eastern task 
force, told reporters he was con- 


cerned the Vietnamese would soon 
strike against San Ro Changan, a 
KPNLF camp whose civilians were 
evacuated earlier this month. There 
has also been speculation that the 
Vietnamese would attack Dong 
Ruk, a camp near San Ro Changan, 
which has a civilian population of 
17.500 Cambodians and 4300 Viet- 
namese who fled to Thailand via 
Cambodia. 

When the Vietnamese stormed 
into the KPNLF headquarters at 
Ampil on January 7, its estimated 
5,000 defenders fled and retreated to 
the San Ro Changan-Dong Ruk 
area. 

Salya said Thai soldiers yesterday 
completed laying down six to seven 
kilometres of barbed wire to demar- 
cate the frontier at Ampil camp. The 
Vietnamese and Thais held four bor- 
der parleys after the fall of Ampil 
and agreed to a clear border de- 
marcation to avoid hostilities be- 
tween the two sides. 


India charges 7 Sn Lankans with extortion 


NEW DELHI ( AP). - India charged 
seven captured Sri Lankan Navy 
troops with rioting and extortion, 
and began interrogating their com- 
mander about an alleged violation of 
Indian territorial waters which furth- 
er strained relations between the two 
neighbours, news reports said 
yesterday. 

The United News of India said the 


Sri Lankans, who were the crew of a 
naval vessel captured last Friday in 
Indian waters, were brought to 
Madurai City for interrogation. 

Quoting pcjice sources, the news 
agency said the Sri Lankans had 
been charged with armed rioting, 
extorting a confession and causing 
injury to Indian public 'slants on 
dutv. 



MANAGUA (AP). - Nicaraguan 
leader Daniel Onega has begun 
serving as the nation's elected presi- 
dent with a warning that the Sandi- 
nista revolution will defend itself 
against "aggression." 

With Cuban leader Fidel Castro 
and 4,000 other guests looking on. 
Ortega was swom in Thursday night 
as Nicaragua's president. 

“We are not warlike or militaris- 
tic,’’ Ortega said in his inaugural 
address. "The war is forced on us by

1st Pakistan poll since ’79 
still bars political parties 


ISLAMABAD. - Martial law Presi- 
dent Mohammad Zia ul-Huq yester- 
day announced that Pakistan's first 
general elections in eight years 
Would be held on February 25. 

Political parties, banned since 
1979, would not be allowed to con- 
test the polls for the civilian National 
Assembly due to open on March 23, 
he said in a televised address to the 
nation. 

Only hours before Zia's 
announcement, the military author- 
ities arrested more than two dozen 
dissidents. 

Zia said the National Assembly 
elections will be followed on Febru- 
ary 28 with voting for legislatures of 
Pakistan's four provinces - Punjab, 
Sind, Baluchistan, and North-West 
Frontier. 


Each provincial assembly will 
elect members to the upper house of 
the national parliament, the Senate, 
in mid-March, he said, but set no 
firm date. 

Zia overthrew civilian prime 
minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto on July 
5. 1977, dissolving all parliamentary 
institutions and banning political 
parties and activities two years later. 
Bhutto was executed in’ 1979 after 
being convicted of state crimes, in- 
cluding corruption. 

He said Moslems will vote for 
Moslem candidates, while non- 
Moslems will elect their own non- 
Moslem candidates. Pakistan is an 
overwhelmingly Islamic country 
where Zia bas been enforcing the 
religion’s cpdfi pf. law. .. > .. 


Iran thwarts hijack bid and captures culprits 


NICOSIA (AP). - On-board secur- 
ity men foiled an attempt to hijack 
an Iranian airliner taking off from 
Teheran Airport on Friday and the 
would-be hijackers were arrested. 
Teheran radio reported. 

This was the second foiled hijack 
of an Iranian airliner on an internal 
flight in seven days and the sixth in 
the past four months. 


The monitored radio report said 
that an unspecified number of hi- 
jackers attempted to seize a Boeing 
737 as it was leaving Teheran for the 
southeastern city of Kerman. 

Following the arrest of the hijack- 
ers the aircraft landed safely at 
Teheran again and its passengers 
were to leave for Kerman on later 
flights, the radio added.

Ortega warns against ‘aggression’ 


WINDHOEK. South West Africa 
(AP). - Jeered by whites but cheered 
bv larger black crowds. U.S. Senator 
Edward Kennedy extended his sur- 
vey of white-minority rule in South- 
em Africa to South West Africa 
(Namibia) yesterday, meeting 
church and nationalist leaders in the 
disputed territory. 

. The discussions, scheduled to last 
less than two hours, covered the 
long-delayed. U.S.-led negotiations 
for the territory’s independence, and 
allegations by blacks of police and 
military atrocities. 

Kennedy completed a week in 
South Africa and flew from Cape 
Town to Windhoek, the capital of 
this territory, where hundreds of 
black nationalists greeted him in the 
black township of Katutura. Some 
displayed posters reading. "No to 
police brutality." 

Many in the crowd were backers 
of the South West Africa People's 
Organization, which operates as a 
legal political party in Namibia, 
although South African forces fight a 


bush war agaisnt Swapo guerrillas 
based in neighbouring Angola. Swa- 
po civilians disclaim direct connec- 
tions with the guerrillas. 

Dozens of whites picketed Ken- 
nedy when he arrived about noon at 
Windhoek's airport. They carried 
signs reading. “We can do without 
American liberal hypocrisy." and. 
“Mr. Kennedy, you have never done 
anything for Namibia so go home. " 

Kennedy was to return later 
yesterday to Johannesburg, where 
he began his South African tour nine 
days ago. Today, he speaks at a 
Roman Catholic church in Soweto. 
Johannesburg's biack satellite city. 

He travels to Lusaka later today to 
meet Zambian leaders including 
President Kenneth Kaunda. a peace- 
maker in Southern African affairs, 
as well as members of rhe African 
National Congress, the outlawed 
South African guerrilla movement 
seeking to end white-minority rule. 
The senator continues to London 
later todav, en route home.

Oppositionist Nkomo shot at Brussels stm 
on election tour in Zimbabwe dela y s decision 


HARARE (AP). - Unidentified 
gunmen fired shots at the motorcade ' 
of Zimbabwe opposition leader 
Joshua Nkomo Friday night after he 
sought refuge at Southern Masvingo 
police station from thousands of 
stone-throwing supporters of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe. 

A Nkomo spokesman said yester- 
day slugs lodged in the bulletproof 
car carrying Nkomo but no one was 
hurt. 

The spokesman, who telephoned 
the Associated Press from Bula- 
wayo, Nkomo's home town, said he 
could not identify the gunmen, but 
believed they were security officers 
from Mugabe's central intelligence 
organization. 

He also said Nkomo's home tele- 
phone was disconnected on Friday 
evening with no explanation. 

The semi-official Zimbabwe 
Inter-African News Agency yester- 
day reported that nearly 30.000 sup- 
porters of Mugabe’s ruling Zim- 
babwe African People's National 
Union surrounded Masvingo police 
headquarters Friday night deman- 
ding the lawmen hand over the 
veteran politician. 

The crowd screamed that Nkomo 
was "the father of dissidents." The 
charge is strenously denied by Nko- 
mo in the face of repeated allega- 
tions by Mugabe that the opposition 
politician gives orders to rebels who 
have murdered scores of ruling party 
supporters and officials in- the last

PEKING (AP). - U.S. Gen. John 
Vessey Jr., the first chairman of the 
U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff to visit 
Communist China, .received a red- 
carpet welcome yesterday but was 
gently reminded that Taiwan re- 
mains an obstacle in Sino-U.S. rela- 
tions. 

At a welcoming banquet in the 
Great Hall of the People, Vessey’s 
counterpart and host. Chief of 
General Staff Yang Dezhi, said good 
relations between the two countries 
"will contribute to the peace and 
stability of Asia and of the world." 

But he told America's top general, 
“There are still difficulties and 
obstacles in the way of developing 
relations bewteen our two coun- 
tries." 

The Defence Ministry confirmed 
that the obstacle cited by Yang was 
continued U.S. ties with Taiwan in- 
cluding weapons sales. Peking con- 


siders 
vince. 

Yang also said China would spare 
no effort to work with peace-loving 
countries, “including the American 
people," to maintain world peace. 

“We'll never seek hegemony and 
expansion under any circumst- 
ances," said Yang, a former Red 
Army commander who fought U.S. 
troops during the 1950-1953 Korean 
War. 

U.S. sources said Vessey’s talks 
would probably touch on plans for 
the first U.S. naval port calls to 
China in 36 years, and the sale of 
military equipment to modernize the 
Chinese armed forces. 

His week-long “soldier-to- 
soldier" tour will cover five cities, 
military installations and meetings 
with Chinese commanders. Yang is 
expected to pay a return visit to the 
U.S. this year. 


UK defers to Bonn on W WIT events 


LONDON ( AP). - The British gov- 
ernment decided not to sponsor 
celebrations to mark the 40th 
anniversary of the end of World War 
II, partly to avoid offending the 
West Germans who are now close 
allies, a Foreign Office minister said. 

Announced last November, the 
decision to avoid official com- 
memorations has provoked criticism 
from Britons who would like to cele- 
brate the defeat of Nazism and the 
end of bloodshed in Europe, 


Baroness Nancy Young, minister 
of state in the Foreign Office, out- 
lined the government's thinking in a 
letter to Social Democrat member of 
Parliament John Cartwright that 
Cartwright published Friday. 

“Our objective should be to high- 
light not only the achievements of 
those who won the war but also those 
of our former enemies who have 
since built stable democratic 
societies and are now our partners 
and allies," Baroness Young wrote. 


BBC TV to screen^

LONDON (Reuter). - Jill Saxby, 
25. who on Friday night won the 
Miss Great Britain title, became the 
last beauty queen to be shown on the 
television screens of the BBC. 

The BBC is ending its coverage of 
beauty contests, with programme 
controller Michael Grade describing 
them as "an unacceptable anachron- 
ism in an age of equality, bordering 
on the offensive."

IT STRIKES, on average, once a 
year. But when it hits, it gets you 
hard - right in the gut. When you 
reach the stage of lying wide-eyed in 
bed with the colours dancing in front 
of your eyes and that ol' familiar 
craving, you know that next morning 
you’ll be back on the needle. 

’■ Bach sweater, I promise myself, 
will be the second-last. 

‘ 1 The trouble with the bug is that it 
takes over your life. Only a day or 
two ago you regarded knitters on the 
bus with amused contempt; sudden- 
ly here you are, clicking away fever- 
ishly with the rest of them. Other 
passengers meditate or debatejhe 
pressing issues of the day; your en- 
tire concern is whether you'll be able 
to finish the row before your $top. 
There's something mildly demean- 
ing about it all. 

But there's nothing you can do. 
It's in the blood, like malaria, and it 
holds you in its grip until that last 
stitch is cast off and your system 
braces to face the ultimate, awful 
question; how the finished product 
will look. 

. Satisfaction on this front ought to 
signal the end of the crisis. But here 
the perfectionist steps in, and what- 
ever your family may have suffered 
in the way of late meals, poor meals 
and no meals while you pursue your 
obsession, pales in comparison to 
the last stage of the creative process. 

Over several days, while you sew 
hundreds of loose ends invisibly 
back into the wrong side ot your 
creation, your dependents find 
wool-ends in their sandwiches, wool 
in their soup, woolly bits in the bath 
and what an irate guest once told me 
was the last straw - wool fibres in his 
contact lens case. 

It was in a Scottish classroom, 
along with a group of other six-year 
olds , that I first manipulated a pair of 


IN AN ideal world, there would be 
no need to struggle for the equal 
status and rights of women.

pins thicker than my fingers and a 
ball of scruffy wool. Our goal was a 
scarf: two squares in gaiter stitch, 
separated by 12 inches of two-plain, 
two-purl. One such hideous com- 
pleted specimen had been displayed 
before our envious eyes, and we 
laboured sweatily to reproduce it. 

We kept going somehow, suffer- 
ing only the occasional trauma of a 
dropped stitch. But there was a 
problem: none of us, having made it 
to the end of the row, knew how to 
start the next one. So we ground to a 
halt, totally dependent on the 
teacher to crank us up again. 

I’ve come a long way since then, 
but retain one principle from those 
early days: When the bug bites, I 
clear the decks and keep things as 
basic as I can. Let others take pride 
in deciphering the hieroglyphics of 
the printed pattern; for me, simple 
plain and purl and whatever I can 
dream up on my own will do. 

For sizing, I use existing garments, 
willing friends, trial and error and 
spontaneous prayer. Early on, I 
learned which needles would knit 
which wools, and discovered the 
pleasure of blending colours and the 
audacity of improvisation. 

Fulfilling a long-held ambition to 
acquire some of that glorious, 
natural-dyed Australian wool, I 
finally went and bought 300 grams of 
half-priced oddments from a stall at 
Jerusalem's Hutzot Hayotzer sum- 
mer fair. They were a mixture of 
deep pinks, mauves, greys and blues 
and I pictured the warm and perfect 
jacket they would become. 

I began to knit like a maniac, and 
my elation grew... until I joined the 
finis hed pieces and surveyed the re- 
sult in the mirror. It was a disaster. I 
’ hadn’t taken into account the rich 
weight of the yarn and the lacy stitch 
I had used. The thing dropped Hke 


government made up of only 
women.

washing left out in the rain. The two 
halves of the front slanted away from 
each other and refused to meet over 
my bosom; the sleeves hung a good 
three inches longer than my arms 
and the bottom bad a son of wave in 
it. Even now the memory saddens 
me. 

I mourned for exactly five mi- 
nutes. Within 10, I had taken the 
whole thing apart, surveyed it and 
decided on a course of action. 

The front I mercilessly put aside 
for unravelling. 1 unpicked the 
sleeve seams, laid the sleeves out fiat 
and crocheted them into one. With 
this and the back. I now had two 
squarish pieces of roughly equalsize. 
Fired by inspiration, I put the pieces 
one on top of the other. Things were 
beginning to take shape. 

I joined the left and right sides to 
about a third of the way up. I 
crocheted around the new armholes 
and neck opening. I threaded several 
twisted lengths of wool through the 
bottom edge, drew them tight, tied 
(hem in a bow and collapsed in 
triumph on the sofa. I had a new, 
trendy, sleeveless sweater - and it 
was a success. 

They say that everyone is bora 
with the ability to do at least one 
thing well. Some need a lifetime to 
learn what tbeir particular talent is. I 
discovered mine early: the ability to 
knit evenly. 

One day, travelling to work on the 
bus, I was finishing the last few rows 
of a sweater. The woman sitting 
beside me. in that charmingly direct 
way Israelis have,, picked up. tbs 
other end, scrutinized it and said, 
with the air of an expert: “This is 
machine knitting, isn’t it?” My jaw 
dropped, but I gave her a non- 
committal smile. 

“You can always tell,” she said 
sagely, and turned back to her maga- 
zine. 


A NUMBER of institutions for high- 
er learning in Israel now have special 
programmes offering pensioners the 
opportunity, often for the first time 
in their lives, to study in a university 
setting. 

At the Hebrew University of Jeru- 
salem the programme is called 
Ma’aleh (an acronym for "academic 
path for the mature student”), and it 
is sponsored by the Martin Buber 
Institute for Adult Education. Three 
hundred elderly men and women are 
participating in Ma’aleh this year. 
The oldest is 84 years old and almost 
blind; nevertheless, he is an excel- 
lent student. 

Anyone over 50 is eligible for the 
programme and need not take en- 
trance exams or produce a certificate 
of matriculation. Many of the senior 
citizens who attend Ma’aleh never 
had formal schooling of any sort. 
Moreover, there is no requirement 
that they pass exams, write papers or 
do exercises unless they so desire, 
and unless they aim towards a de- 
gree. 

Kalman Yaron, pedagogical 
director of the Buber Institute, 
directs the programme. "The oppor- 
tunity to study gives meaning to the 
lives of many retired people, and 
adds mental and spiritual health,” he 
explains. 

The accepted view in the world 
has been that human mental capacity 
reaches a zenith around the age of 
20, remains static for 10-20 years and 
then gradually declines. The 
Ma'aleh programme, however, is 
based on a life span developmental 
approach now propagated by many 
psychologists. 

Prof. Yoel Shanan, who was in- 
strumental in organizing Ma’aleh in 
1979, explains the Hebrew Universi- 
ty's unique feature. “Instead of seg- 
regating the senior citizens, we pre- 
fer including them in regular uni- 
versity classes together with younger 
students.” 

Each age group contributes to the 
other, he says. The young students 
serve as a challenge to the older 
participants; they add zest and live- 
ly, inquiring minds which stimulate 
classroom participation. The olds- 
ters contribute from their wealth of 
life experience. They often enrich 
the lessons with their personal in- 
volvement in the topics under discus- 
sion.

For example, in a modem Judaism 
course which dealt with the partisan 
movement during World War II, an 
elderly student who had served with 
the partisans in Poland for three 
years had much to add. In a class in 
Yiddish, retired students were able 
to speak knowledgeably on nuances 
and regional variations of the lan- 
guage. And in an international rela- 
tions course a former member of 
Israel’s foreign service was informa- 
tive on Israel’s relations with a par- 
ticular European country during the 
state’s early years. He had been our 
ambassador there. 

Students in the Ma’aleh program- 
me may attend classes, or, if they 
prove themselves by passing certain 
basic requirements, can study to- 
wards a B.A.. M. A. or even a Ph.D. 
Special advisers are on hand to help 
the elderly students choose their 
programme of study. They are under 
no pressure to finish or pass their 
exams the first time around. 

Tuition fees are reckoned accord- 
ing to classes taken and pensioners 
automatically receive a 50 per cent 
reduction. A special programme in 
English for students still not fluent in 
Hebrew has about 70 participants 
this year. 

“The elderly , for the most part, are 
highly motivated,” says Kalman 
Yaron. "After all, no one sent them 
to study. They come in all kinds of 
weather and if there’s a bus strike 
they’ll come by foot.” 

' A good case in point is 79-year-old • 
Yerachmiel Arbeitman who is study- ■ 
ing for his M.A. and who started In . 
the Ma’aleh programme four years 
ago. Arbeitman enjoys his studies 
greatly. He describes the innovative 
ideas introduced by the senior stu- 
dents themselves, such as cultural 
and social programmes for the lone- 
ly, isolated elderly. 

“We were well received by the

pened to women elsewhere. Every 
person would have the right to work 
for wages, and it would be nobody's 
business who in a family was earning 
more, was more ambitious, more 
talented, etc. 

In an ideal world, society would be 
so constructed that everyone would 
have the right to work outside the 
home, even in a demanding profes- 
sion, without losing the right to a 
home life. We would never hear 
anyone say “she's so involved with 
her work, she's not a “real woman,” 
whatever that is. 


In an ideal world, this would be 
possible because home life and all 
the nitty-gritty of housekeeping 
would be a joint, shared responsibil- 
ity, with no one sex responsible for 
everything because it’s “natural.” 
Female babies are simply not bora 
with dust rags and mops in each 
hand. 

In an ideal world, the moment a 
female marries she would not lose 
her status as a responsible adult 
person - not with the income tax 
authorities, as now; not with the 
defence establishment, as now. She 


would not be put in the position of 
being able to get on with her own life 
only after completing all the house- 
hold chores. 

In an ideal world, couples would 
automatically help each other; it 
would not be odd, for instance, to 
know a couple in which both the man 
and woman gave each other full 
backup. 

In an idea] world we would not 
need a UN Decade for the Advance- 
ment of Women (like the one ending 
this year), with all sorts of high- 
minded proclamations and very little 


student body; after all, most could 
be our grandchildren,” he remarks. 
Arbeitman regularly walks home 
from the campus to the Jewish Quar- 
ter where be lives. He feels- like a 
new man every fell when he goes 
“back to school” and has no inten- 
tion of changing his present voca- 
tion. 

Aaron Offenbacfaer, 68, says, "It 
is a real advantage to learn for the 
sake of learning, without pressure 
and at one's own pace,” he says. "I 
do what I want, not what the estab- 
lishment requires of me.” 

Offenbacber received permission 
to enter the M.A. programme in the 
School of Social Work and became 
the first senior citizen in this faculty. 
It took some lobbying and breaking 
of barriers. 

He is aware of the disadvantages 
of having elderly students at the 
university. “There are some mature 
students who might dominate the 
discussions, ask too many questions 
or add too many ‘life experiences’ 
that nobody's interested in.” he 
says. "The older student most learn 
to hold his tongue and keep his 

participation wi thin limi t*-" 

There is another problem. The 
lecturers themselves may be con- 
fused by their presence and see their 
eager, penetrating questions or re- 
marks as a threat. Luckily, most 
experiences have been favourable 
and the general consensus of youn- 
ger co-students, teachers and the 
administration -is positive. 

-•‘Tber veteran study programme for 
the aged in Israel and probably the 
largest is at Bar-Ban University. It is 
sponsored by the Brookdale Insti- 
tute of Applied Gerontology and 
also prides itself on “desegregation” 
- young and old students learning 
together in the same classroom.

In an ideal world, a group consist- 
ing of more than half the population - 
I would not need a special pleader in 
the government to guard its interests 
(like the Advisor to the Prime Minis-

BUT WE all know that we do not 
live in a ideal world, or even dose to : 
it. We know that in our world, 
women are treated as second class 
citizens, whose interests, concerns, 
needs and worse yet, opinions, are ' 
seen as of minor importance. 

We have now just finished the 
year of big brother, a year in which 
Israel’s women became little sisters. 
A year in which we were slandered 
by a member of a very minor politic- 
al party; a year in which we saw the 
rise of an all-male, 25-minister gov- 


programme which has 1,000 partici- 
pants this semester, or 10 per cent of 
the entire student body. 

“Learning has always been a part 
.of Jewish tradition,” says Glanz. 
“Therefore, it is no wonder so many 
elderly people turn to tins program- 
me to ay their luck as students." 

. I be age range at Bar-Ban, 60-75,. 
is geared more to actual retired peo- 
ple. The average elderly student 
pays S38 per course per year and can 
take up to three courses each semes- 
ter. However, if there are open 
places in an additional coarse, the 
elderly student may take more. The 
programme is available at Bar-Han’s 
rpniT^ campus in Ramat Gan and at 
the extension branches in Safed, 
Tzemach and Ashkelon. 

“The Brookdale Programme for 
senior citizens is changing society’s 
stereotyped view on aging,” says 
Glanz. "We are achieving two goals 
simultaneously,” he adds. “We 
arrange for integration of pensioners 
into higher education, even as we 
encourage interaction between gen- 
erations.” 

Glanz believes the programme has 
had an indirect effect on another 
Bax-Ilan project for the aged, 
M Kesher,” In which students visit 
sick and shut-in older people in the 
Ramat Gan area on angular basis as 
volunteers. 

Like Ma’aleh, the Brookdale 

- Prog ramme ha* an Knglinh pmgram- 

me for new immigrants. It also 
waives entrance exams for elderly 
applicants and does not require them 
to take exams of meet other class 
requirements. "Nevertheless, many 
older students write papers, read all 
the bibliography by the required- 
date and pass all the tests,” says 
Glanz. "Moreover, their absentee- 
ism and drop-out rate Is very low. 
They actually serve as models for the 
younger students!” 

A third centre for senior citizen 
study is Haifa University which also 
opened its gates to retired students 
in EW.Of late the university' has 
stopped registering. -these students 
and collects no fee for the courses 
that may be attended by pensioners. 
Therefore it is difficult to know how 
many elderly people actually partici- 
pate, but the estimate, according to 
Glanz, is between 170 to 200, with- 
out any publicity or campaign, just 
“for the sake of learning.” 


eminent; a year in which we saw an 
increase in advertisements and por- 
nography dehumanizing women; . a 
year in which the best public re- 
sponse the military establishment 
could come up with to the rape and 
murder of female soldiers, was mak- 
ing it “illegal" for the women to 
hitchhike.’ 

In order for things to get better, 
they say, they first have to get worse. 
Well, tirings'certainly have become 
worse,, so maybe better is just 
around the corner.

Zero-based budgeting is the only way

TEL AVIV. - “The government's 
anempts to cut the budget have 
failed - so far - because they were 
based on old-fashioned, out-dated 
and ineffective procedures. The 
proper method would be to intro- 
duce zero-based budgeting - that is 
to start from scratch, from zero." 
according to Dr. Manfred Gersten- 
feld. joint manager of the Euroteam 
financial consulting firm. 

He notes that zero-based budget- 
ing was first practised in the business 
world by Texas Instruments, a com- 
pany operating in an industry which 
changes with confusing rapidity. In 
the governmental sphere, fonner 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter ap- 
plied it for the first time when he was 
Governor of Georgia, in the early 
1970s. 

The present method of drawing up 
a budget in Israel . and in cutting one. 
is to take last year's expenditures, 
and try to pare away sums more or 
less equally from each ministry. 

“In zero-based budgeting, no- 
thing is taken for granted. Many 
activities, which have existed for a 
Long time without any good reason, 
just because they have become an 
accepted habit, might be eliminated 
entirely.” Gerstenfeld notes. “But 
this takes strong leadership and a 
harsh grasp of realities, and the 
ability to stand up to immense 
counter-pressure from well- 
entrenched senior civil servants, 
each one armed with his special 
reasons why another department, 
not his, should be eliminated.” 

In cases where departments and 
services must be maintained, since 
they continue to fulfil a vital func- 
tion, every attempt should be made 
to reduce their expenditures to the 
bare bone. 

“In these cases, one should ask 


how much money they received ten 
years ago (in stable monetary 
terms), how many services they pro- 
vided then, and see that they have 
not padded their budgets since then 
while reducing sevices. ” 

. If one wants to bring zero-based 
budgeting down from the abstract- 
ness of governmental circumstances 
to actual business life, the case of 
Ata Textiles provides a good exam- 
ple. Those who now run Ata should 
ignore the constant pleas of the 
workers that the plant must be kept 
alive with its present complement. 
Zero-budgeting would force the new 
management to ask itself: “I have so 
much machinery; I have these mar- 
kets; I can perhaps expand and find 
new markets. How many men do I 
need to run the present machines 
and supply the present markets? 
About 1,500? Then there is no logic 
in providing work for 2,500. Ata 
must balance its budget." 

The problem is greatly compli- 
cated by the fact that another ques- 
tion, much nastier than the one ab- 
out firing one thousand persons, 
must be asked; “Who is going to get 
fired, last in, first out, or the least 
productive workers?" This may be a 
cruel way of approaching the prob- 
lem, but it is only fair to the 1,500 
workers who will continue - other- 
wise they might also lose their jobs if 
the firm collapses." 

The same hard-nosed approach 
must be applied to others, who like 
Ata, are crying for salvation. These 
Include the hospitals, which claim 
the entire health system will collapse 
if their budgets are cut; the Tel Aviv 
municipality, which is facing hard 
times without government help, and 
the universities, which plead that 
they may go under. 

Each one of these institutions, and 
many, many others, have appeals 
which on the surface seem justified. 


However, Israel's budget is 102 
per cent of its Gross Domestic Pro- 
duct. In the U-S-, the budget is 33 
per cent of the Gross Domestic Pro- 
duct. Even in France and Italy, the 
budget is only 50 per cent. The 
Israeli budget must be cut. 

“Surprisingly, it is not the defence 
budget whjch is the main culprit in 
Israel, since defence expenditures 
account for only 24 per cent of the 
budget. The remaining 76 per cent 
has to be cut - although some fat can 
also be pared away from the defence 
budget," Gerstenfeld says. 

Thus, health, education, munici- 
pality outlays have to be reduced. 
“Zero-based budgeting, which could 
save Ata, must be applied in the 
other fields.” 

Specifically, how would the 
method apply to the hospital situa- 
tion? “If we had no hospitals at all 
today, and we had to start building a 
national hospital network, would all 
those hospitals we have today be 
located in the same place? Would 
they be the same size? Wouldn’t 
there be fewer hospitals, spaced 
further apart, with more ambulances 
to bring in patients from further 
away? If this standard was adopted, 
several hospitals would be closed. 
And would any sane person today 
construct a health system where 
visits to the doctor are virtually free 
of charge? 1 ' 

Gerstenfeld points out that the 
entire health system in Israel is based 
on a charitable approach - a way of 
life adopted from the diaspora, 
where charity was the accepted norm 
for both the individual and the com- 
munity. But a state, even a Jewish 
one, cannot be run like a charitable 
institution; it has to be run like a 
state. . 

The same realistic approach 
should be applied to the universities. 
“We are told that we must maintain 


their high excellence; that our best 
scientific brains must stay here and 
not be tempted to go abroad; that 
these scientists need modern equip- 
ment, that everybody should be 
given a chance to study. This is all 
very convincing, but would anybody 
who set out to build from, zero our 
higher educational network create 
seven universities, none more than 
two-and-a-half hours driving dis- 
tance from the other? In other coun- 
tries, much richer than Israel, one 
sees students attending institutions 
not in their home town. One also 
sees many students working their 
way through coLlege." 

As for the municipalities. Ger- 
stenfeld believes that anyone given' a 
free hand could eliminate ten per 
cent of their employees and maintain 
- if not improve - the level of ser- 
vices. 

He likens the entire Israeli set-up 
to adding a fifth wheel to the stan- 
dard four now on cars. “The fifth 
wheel only slows down the car, 
makes it more difficult to drive, 
increases petrol consumption and is 
of no known use. This is what Israel 
has done in its government and 
municipal civil services, in its medic- 
al set-up, in its higher educational 
network," he says. 

He believes that if the country had 
an additional 50,000 jobless, the 
government would find work for 
them. Where? In government or 
municipal services. Work can be 
found for them at much less cost than 
building and equipping a factory. 

“We are slowly beginning to 
understand in Israel what most gov- 
ernments abroad have learned a long 
time ago. There is no limit to the 
government services a population 
can absorb. Once services exist, 
there is always some moral justifica- 
tion to continue them.”

Israel may turn to Hie IMF, Ya’acobi says

It is permissible to add certain^ ' 
materials to salt to prevent grains' 
from sticking together, and then th* 
product may be marked “free- 
running salt." • : 

The revised standard tightens the, 
demands on the chemical and,’ 
physical properties of what may be* 
marketed as “salt," including its 
moisture content. - 

Its publication in revised form was’ 
announced last week by the Stan-! 
dards Institution of Israel .

TEL AVIV. - A Beduin encamp- 
ment in the desert does not strike 
one as a hothouse for developing 
first division-class footballers. It is 
from just such an environment, . 
however, that Shafik el Hozeil, now 
a star defender for Maccabi Petah 
Tikva and on the verge of playing for 
Israel, hails. 

Shafik, of the el-Hozeil tribe in the 
Negev, is one of six brothers. His 
unde, Jadua, is the sheik of the 
22,000-strong tribe. His grand- 
father, Suleiman el Hozeil. was the 
'Sheikh of Sheikhs” who bad 39 
wives and 200 children. No wonder 
that Shafik is mighty proud of his 
pedigree, and in an interview one 
has to be gently persuasive to coax 
him continually back to his soccer 
career. 

That started when Shafik reached 
peak physical fitness as a boy chasing 
rabbits in the wadis and - drinking 
camel’s milk. “I love the sweet milk 
of the camel. It really builds one’s 
stamina,” Shafik says. “I have al- 
ways been very fit. I reckon I could 
comfortably complete a marathon if 
I wanted to.” he added. __ 
“When I was 13 years old. Eliahu 
Ofer - then coach of Hapoel Beer- 
sheba - came to our encampment 
and saw me play on the stony sand 
pitch we boys had laid out. He 
invited me to Beersheba to train with 
his youth team. I outran all of 
them,” Shafik relates matter of fact- 
Jy. There is no trace of a boast in his 
description. 

There is some confusion about 
Shafik's age. He claims to have been 
born in 1964. one of twins. His 
identity card states, however, that he 
was born in 1960. “It is a mistake. I 
never bothered to have it corrected, 
but now I am going to go to a notary 
to put things straight as my age might 
affect. my career in football," the 
broad-shouldered, dark-haired play- 
er told me. 

Shafik had battled his way into the 
Beersheba first team when he re- 
ceived an offer to join Maccabi 
Shfaram - then in the second divi- 
sion - for whom Zahi Armeli was 
playing at centre forward. They 
played one year together before the 
striker left forMaccabi Haifa. Shafik 
also played with Armeli and Rifat 
Turk in ihe “Arab All-Stars” team. 
By now Shafik was a defender, 
though in Beersheba he had used his 


speed as a right winger. 

Moshe Meiri, the coach of Macca- 
bi Petah Tikva who was previously 
with Ramat Amidar, remembered 
the Beduin defender’s stalwart per- 
formances against his own club and 
was instrumental in having Maccabi 
Petah Tikva acquire Shafik at the 
start of this season from the Galilee 
Arab club. . .. . 

Although the season is only half- 
way through. Shafik el Hozeil is 
today a star attraction in Petah Tik- 
va. The dub has provided him with a 
rented apartment in the town as part 
of his contract. “I think that by 
next season they will be offering me 
a much better contract still.” Shafik 
confides, smilingly. 

Unlike Beersheba, where he had 
some soda! problems. “I feel very 
good in Petah Tikva.” he says. He 
does have one problem - being inun- 
dated whenever he is recognized by 
young fans beseeching him for auto- 
graphs. To counter this he has taken 
to sporting dark glasses. 

Recently, be must have enhanced 
his popularity among his teammates 
as well when he invited them all, 
together with wives and girl friends - 
70 in all - to a “chaflah” (extended 
party) at the El Hozeil encampment 
in the Negev. The Petah Tikvaite 
crowd were joined by the Beduin 
tribesmen for a feast of roasted 
lamb, rice and spedal el-Hozeil de- 
licacies. That followed a friendly 
soccer match against Hapoel el 
Hozeil, a team that gained promo- 
tion to the 5th division. 

Shafik played for his tribe in the 
first half and scored two goals to give 
them a 2-0 lead. He then switched to 
his regular place in the Petah Tikva 
side, scored another goal and helped 
the National League side to save face 
with a final 6-3 win. Every boy in the 
el-Hozeil tribe plays football, says 
Shafik. and they all’ want to emulate 
him and become National League 
stars. 

Shafik does not smoke or drink - 
not even a glass of beer. His main 
aim in life right now is to become a 
fully-fledged international for Israel. 
**I am the first Beduin to play in the 
top division in Israel. I now want to 
play for Israel. I still have to iron out 
some wrinkles in my game and I lack 
experience in the very highest grade 
of football. But I am still improving 
and I am burning with ambition.” 
the quiet-spoken Beduin player said.

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Reason prevails 

THE CABINET today is to begin its full-fledged debated 
methods on Israel's withdrawal from Lebanon, a little over 31 
months since the war in Lebanon was started under the guise of 
Operation Peace for Galilee. 

The debate is expected to cross party lines, since even within 
the Likud the question is no longer whether to withdraw from 
the Lebanese quagmire. What is at issue is primarily a question 
of which methods would involve the smaller risks under the 
circumstances. 

It is, therefore, encouraging that Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin will be able to present today a detailed plan of the entire 
defence establishment, meaning the IDFs top command, that 
calls for a phased, three-stage withdrawal to the international 
border within a period of six to nine months. According to 
reports from Thursday night’s meeting of the inner cabinet, the 
government’s top policy-making forum, there are good pros- 
pects that a government majority will support the phased 
withdrawal plan. 

The idea behind the three-stage withdrawal south of the 
Awali river is that each interim stage will allow for a testing 
period of a number of weeks during which ad hoc arrangements 
with local forces in the area can be made and implemented. The 
strongest opponent to this scheme is apparently former defence 
minister Moshe Arens, who fears that announcing early 
withdrawal plans would deter and discourage the local popula- 
tion in south Lebanon from cooperating with Israel. He is 
supported in his views to some extent by Vice Premier and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 

But it seems now that a cabinet majority, led by Prune 
Minister Shimon Peres and Defence Minister Rabin, with the 
probable support of some of the Likud ministers, is likely to opt 
for the phased withdrawal plan. It appears to be the cabinet's 
majority consensus that, following the protracted and fruitless 
negotiations at Nakoura, Israel must act on its own or, at least, 
decide clearly on its own withdrawal plan. 

Only such decisive action by Israel still has a chance of jolting 
both Beirut and Damascus into a more realistic assessment of 
the situation. For neither Lebanon nor Syria can really afford a 
unilateral withdrawal by Israel, without mutually agreed secur- 
ity arrangements, which would expose Lebanon's south to the 
same kind of internecine warfare that is consistently destroying 
the centre of the country and its capital, Beirut. 

Faced with harsh realities, the Damascus regime under 
President Hafez Assad has always known how to adapt itself to 
more pragmatic positions. That option is still open to Syria, 
which so far has not shown an overly cooperative attitude. 

The process which will be set in motion with today’s cabinet 
debate still leaves ample time for yet another attempt by UN 
Undersecretary-General Brian Urquhart to get Damascus to 
negotiate mutually agreed security arrangements, before the 
actual withdrawal begins. It was Urquhart himself who, several 
months ago, believed that such agreement was possible if Israel 
would show clearly that it meant business by talking about 
withdrawing all the way from Lebanon. 

Such agreed security arrangements will, of course, have to 
include a considerably expanded role for Unifil, an idea on 
which Damascus has also balked until now. The danger now is 
that unless Unifil is soon accorded a meaningful role in 
Lebanon, some of its major contributing forces might be 
withdrawn by their respective countries. 

The sense of reason and realism that seems to prevail within 
the government regarding the Lebanese riddle, is based on one 
important premise which was reiterated yesterday by Mr. 
Rabin: Israel will continue to reserve its right to act against any 
attempt by terrorists - whether Palestinian or Shffte - to 
regroup in the areas vacated by the IDF with all its vigour and 
resilience. Such detenent action is likely to prove more 
effective than our protracted and senseless stay in Lebanon.

^ SIGNS AND LABELS in 
English continue to be a 
never-ending source of 
amusement here. Our consumer cor- 
respondent has stumbled upon 
several in her field: 

The veteran Cafe Batya on Tel 
Aviv's bustling Dizengoff Street bas 
a sign offering busy passersby “swift 
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drinks” instead of the usual soft 
ones. This is not a simple misprint, 
but a mistranslation of kal, which 
can indeed mean “light” or “swift'’ 
and was taken from the Hebrew 
mashka'ot kalim for light, non- 
alcoholic beverages. The translation 
of kal as swift, however, is normally 
reserved for the poetic, as in King 
David's dirge to Saul and Jonathan, 
“They were swifter than eagles, 
stronger than lions...” 

A more hair-raising mistransla- 
tion is the local shampoo marked as 
“Grenade." rather than pomegran- 
ate, although it should be noted that 
Grenade is the French word for the 
fruit. The Hebrew word rimon can 
mean either. This is one of the scents 
offered in "Six Shampoo” by B & V 
Ltd. of Netanya. For the less adven- 
turous, tbere are non-explosive 
scents, such as apple and lemon. 

Then there is the Kaiiol-Lavan 
brand toilet tissue, manufactured by 
Eliahu Sasson of Or Yehuda, which 
carries the description "to play" in- 
stead of the term “two-ply."

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THE ISRAELI press reported on 
December 1 21 1984 that the UN 
General Assembly passed 11 anti- 
Israel resolutions, referring to Israeli 
“war crimes and affront to human- 
ity” and calling on all UN members 
to “cease military, economic and 
financial aid to Israel.” The item was 
not considered to be of world- 
shaking importance and found a 
place at the bottom of page 2 in The 
Jerusalem Post. 

There is, indeed, little new or 
startling in this annual UN ritual, 
which even uses the same language 
year by year. Thus two years ago. on 
December 21. 1982, the General 
Assembly “called upon all states to 
stop the flew of military, economic 
and financial assistance to Israel as 
well as that of human resources 
designed to encourgage Israeli 
aggression.” Die last phrase (if one 
can break through the barrier of the 
UN jargon) presumably means stop- 
ping aliya. It was left out this year. 
Fewer UN members voted for this 
year's resolution; perbaps the act is 
getting somewhat stale. 

The respectability of anti-Israel 
and anti-Zionist incitement goes 
back, of course, to the November 10. 
1975 resolution passed in the Gener- 
al Assembly by 1 13 votes to 17. with 
15 abstentions, determining that 
“Zionism is a form of racism and 
racial discrimination.” Once Zion- 
ism had been delegitimized, its ene- 
mies could widen their scope. Thus 
Zionism was condemned as “an 
affront to humanity” by the UN 
Commission for the Rights of Man in 
1978 in Geneva and as a ‘crime 
against humanity’ by the Conference 
of Non-Aligned Countries in Cuba 
in 1979. Ever since then. anti- 
Zionism bas been very much alive 
and is doing well. 

None of these resolutions can spe- 
cifically be called anti-Semitic. The 
same can hardly be said of a speech 
of the Jordanian representative to 
the UN Hazzam Noussaibe on De- 
cember 8, 1980: “The representative 
of the Zionist entity is evidently 
incapable of coacealing his deep- 
seated hatred for the Arab world... 
long held in bondage and plun- 
dered by his own people's cabal, 
which controls and manipulates and 
exploits the rest of humanity by 
controlling the money and wealth of 
the world.. .People like Lord Roth- 
schild every day, in ironclad secrecy, 
deride to flash around the world how 
high the price of gold should be on 
every particular day. And there is 
Mr. Oppenheimer of South Africa 
who holds 15 million blacks in bon- 
dage in order to exploit and mono- 
polize the diamonds, the uranium. 


Battling anti-Zionism 


and other precious resources which 
rightfully belong to the struggling 
African people of Soiith Africa and 
Namibia. It is a well-known fact that 
the Zionists are the richest people in 
the world and control much of its 
destiny.” (This and other quotes 
from "Anti-Zionism" by Y. Manor. 
World Zionist Organization In- 
formation Department.) 

The Jordanian spokesman does, 
indeed, refer to “the Zionist entity” 
rather than '‘the Jewish people.'* 
Nevertheless, this is a blatantly anti- 
Semitic speech delivered, of all 
places, from the rostrum of the UN. 

FAR AWAY in the USSR but at the 
same time (December 10. 1980). Lev 
Korneyev asks in Komsomolskaya 
Pravda (a paper for teenagers) : 
“What is Zionism? One of its main 
ideas is formulated in the slogan: 
Jew, your country stretches from the 
Nile to tile Euphrates... Who put

progress." that it co-operated with 
the Nazis in annihilating European 
Jewry - "in one area, in the Ukraine, 
the Zionists, in co-operation with 
the Hitlerites, destroyed half a mil- 
lion Jews. European Jewry was 
wiped out by the Nazis in co- 
operation with the Ziapistt . " 

The book was put out by a 
government-sponsored publishing 
house in Kiev, specializing in "the 
ideology and politics of anti- 
communism." Writer and resear- 
cher Korneyev, who has a doctorate 
in Arab studies, has come out in 


Prof. A. Katz, that tire Holocaust 
was a Jewish invention. Katz's book 
was called The Lie of the Twentieth 
Century. 

These quotations suffice to show 
that a pathological hatred of Israel 
and Zionism has penetrated the 
thinking of leading circles in the 
USSR, the Arab countries and the 


“As we know." Gromyko .de- 
clared, “the aspirations of a con- 
siderable part of the Jewish people 
are linked with the problem of Pales- 
tine and its future administration. 
This fact scarcely requires proof. 
During the last war the Jewish peo- 
ple underwent exceptional sorrow 
and suffering... the total number of 
'Jews who perished at the bands of 
the Nazi executioners is estimated at 
approximately six million. The UN 
cannot and must not regard this 
situation with indifference since this 
would be incompatible with the high 
principles proclaimed in its charter, 
which provides for the defence of 
human rights, irrespective of race, • 
religion or sex... 

“(As to) the aspirations of the 
Jews to establish their own state, it 
would be unjust not to take this into 
consideration and to deny the right of 
the Jewish people to realize this 
aspiration. ”

forward this mad idea? The great 
Jewish bourgeousie...to become 
even richer and more influential. 
This is why it bas extended its power 
over all citizens of Jewish origin, 
whether they be in the U.S.. Italy, 
France, (West) Germany or any 
other country... Even tbe trademark 
of blue jeans, Levis, participates in 
their operations: the profits from the 
sale of these trousers are used to help 
the Zionists. Most monopolies of 
arms manufacturers are controlled 
by Jewish bankers... The bombs and 
shells which kill in Lebanon enrich 
the bankers Lazard and Loeb. Ban- 
dits choke tbe life out of schoolboys 
in Afghanistan and the coffers of 
Lehman and Guggenheim fill up. 
Zionism is the fascism of our time.” 
In 19S2, the same writer published 
a book on The Class Nature of Zion- 
ism, which recently reached the 
West. Here we can read that Zion- 
ism is “the accursed enemy of human 


Third World, who constitute the 
three main sources of anti-Zionism 
in our times. Connor Cruise 
O'Brien, Irish diplomat and writer, 
commenting cm what he sees as an 
attempt “to nazify Israel and the 
Jewish people,” wrote in the Lon- 
don Observer on June 26, 1982. that 
“anti-Semitism is no longer quite the 
right word, though.” He proposes 
“anti-Jewism.” “It’s an ugly word so 
it fits nicely!” 

When President Chaim Herzog 
was Israel’s UN representative, it 
was he who stated Israel's case 
against tbe infamous 1975 “Zionism 
equals racism" resolution,” ending 
his speed] by tearing up the paper on 
which theresolution was printed. On 
tills occasion, Herzog reminded his 
listeners of Andrei Gromyko's 
speed] at the UN on May 14, 1948, a 
cray before the establishment of the 
State of Israel. Gromyko was then 
Soviet representative at the UN. 


IT WAS the same Gromyko who 
said on November 26. 1947 that the 
partition proposal “is not aimed at 
tbe Arabs.. .It is not meant to cause 
injustice to either of the two princip- 
al peoples of Palestine. (It is) in the 
interests both of the Arab people 
and the Jewish people.” 

ONE HOPES that this speech is 
known to all literate Israelis and to 
Zionists all over the world. But to 
what extent is it known to those who 
shape international public opinion? 
Do they know that the man who is 
now Soviet foreign minister and the 
country he represents played an in- 
comparable role in the decisive UN 
debates on the creation of the Jewish 
State? Is it known, that in 1948, when 
the U.S. was vacillating and 
favoured the trusteeship idea, it was 
Gromyko who demanded the imple- 
mentation of the. partition plan and 
the immediate establishment of the 


Jewish State, condemning Arab 
opposition as serving foreign in- 
terests? . - 

And what of the historic speech 
condemning the 1975 resolution by 
Senator Patrick Moynihan, then 
U-$. representative ar the UN: 

“The abomination of anti- 
Semitism, as this year's Nobel Peace 
Laureate Andrei Sakharov observed 
in Moscow just a few days ago, has 
been given the appearance of inter- 
national sanction,... The proposition 
that ‘Zionism is a form of racism and 
racial discrimination'' is a tie, but it is 
a tie which the UN has now declared 
to be a truth, and so the actual truth 
must be restated... What we have at 
stake here is not merely the honour 
and legitimacy of the State of 
Israel.. .a yet more important matter 
is at issue, which is the integrity of 
that whole body of moral and legal 
precepts which we know as ‘human 
rights.' ” 

When Senator Moynihan recently . 
came to the President's residence at 
the invitation of the WZO Informa- 
tion Department and the Foreign 
Ministry, for a study-day to mark the 
ninth anniversary of the Zionism- 
radsm resolution, he welcomed the 
very fact that it had not been forgot- 
ten. “What we should do is to tell the 
truth." be declared, “say it loudly ’ 
and often, and insist on it. abroad as 
we would at home 

Are we, indeed, saying it suffi- 
ciently loudly and sufficiently often? 
This is a matter for all Israelis. ; 
regardless of their differences on. 
vital issues like Lebanon. Israel’s; 
borders, or the way to make peace ; 
with our neighbours- Senator! 
Moynihan said that concerning the' 
UN resolution, “it is precisely con : • 
oem for civilization, for civilized ! 
values, that are or should be pre-; 
rious to all mankind, that arouses us ; 
at this moment to sucb special pas- ! 
sion.” The struggle against the equa- * 
turn of Zionism and racism therefore ; 
transcends our own narrow and! 
seemingly provincial interests. In ' 
promoting our own legitimacy, we ; 
are sponsoring values that mean! 
much to many who may be distant; 
from our own problems and from an 
understanding of Zionism. 

Though what we have to say has 
universal implications — and this is- 
our advantage - it is our fate and 
future which are at stake. The anti- 
Zionist writing on the wall is clear for 
all to see. We will ignore it only at 
oar own peril. An issue as crucial 
and fundamental as this should sure- • 
ly be tackled with a plan of action 
worthy in scope and content of the 
emergency that engenders it.

Sir, - In The Jerusalem Post Sup- 
plement of December 27, there 
appeared an article entitled “Mind- 
ing manners at the Foreign Minis- 
try” by Greer Fay Cashman, in 
which your readers were informed 
that “In the early days when the 
Foreign Ministry was being orga- 
nized, the criteria for selecting the 
first diplomats to represent the state 
were fluency in English and good 
tables manners. Since then, the 
ministry has come to demand much 
more of its envoys...” 

Your readers may be interested in 
the first diplomatic appointments 
made by Foreign Minister Moshe 
Sharett to the major posts in the 
Israel Foreign Service after the 
attainment of independence. The 
first Israeli Ambassador in Washing- 
ton was Eliahu Elath. who had lived 
in Eretz Yisrael since 1924 and. from 
1934-1945. had been a Director of 
the Middle East Section of the Jew- 
ish Agency's Political Department 
and, from 1945-1948, had headed 
the Agency’s political office in 
Washington. He was the man who 
received from President Truman the 
letter recognizing the State of Israel 
in May 1948. He" was fluent in Heb- 
rew, Yiddish, Russian. Arabic and 
English. It is true that he did not 
slurp his soup. 

The first permanent Representa- 
tive of Israel at the second most 
important post, the United Nations, 
was Abba Eban. who was a Re- 
search Fellow and Lecturer in Ara- 
bic at the University of Cambridge 
from 1938-1940. served as an intelli- 
gence officer on the staff of the 
British Minister of State in Cairo 
from 1941 and later in Jerusalem. 
After the war, in 1946, he. was 
appointed Political Information 
Officer of the Jewish Agency in 
London, the Liaison Officer of the 
Jewish Agency with the United Na- 
tions Special Committee on Pales- 
tine in 1947, and a member of the 
Jewish Agency delegation to the UN 
General Assembly. He was at that 
time fluent in Hebrew. Arabic. 
French and English, and also did not 
slurp bis soup. 

The man appointed as Israel's first 
Minister at the Court of St James's, a 
most delicate and difficult position, 
was Mordechai Eliash. born in the 
Ukraine and who. after studying in 
Berlin and Oxford, settled in Eretz 
Yisrael in 1919 and served as Gener- 
al Secretary of the Zionist Commis- 
sion which came to Jerusalem after 
the Balfour Declaration. Having 
held this position till 1921, he went 
into private practice of the law. but 
served as a legal adviser to the Vaad 
Leumi and represented the Zionist 


and Yishuv institutions in all the 
important committees during file 
period of the Mandate. In 1948. 
together with the late Daniel Auster, 
he represented the Jerusalem Jewish 
community at the United Nations. 
He was fluent in Russian, German, 
English and. I imagine. Yiddish. 

The first representative of Israel in 
Paris was Maurice Fischer. Born in 
Belgium, he came to Eretz Yisrael at 
the beginning of the 1930s and ren- 
dered significant service to the Jew- 
ish Agency. His wartime service cal- 
led for a unique combination of 
personal courage and diplomatic 
skill. Following the war, he was 
asked by the Jewish Agency to go to 
France, where he played a vital role 
in the events leading up to the UN 
Partition Resolution and the inde- 
pendence of Israel. Like Elath in 
Washington. Maurice Fischer was 
appointed to the post of the State of 
Israel's first diplomatic representa- 
tive while in the capital where he had 
served for a number of years as the 
diplomatic representative of the 
state in the making. 

The first representative of inde- 
pendent Israel in Moscow was a 
woman called Go Ida Meir- Enough 
said.
